great corporations. Senator La Fol- 
lette began his career as Governor 


of Wisconsin in 1902. 
What was achieved in 


this state seems to us largely to have consti- 
tuted a new birth of democracy. Not all of the 
fundamental measures were the direct result 
of Senator La Follette's efforts. For instance. 
former Governor ilcGovern contributed impor- 
tant features. But all were brought about as the 
result of elections under the'banner of Senator 
La Follette. 


These include the primary election law, 


the second choice primary law (later lost), ad 
valorem taxation of railroads and other pub- 
lic utilities, the railroad rate commission, the 
tax commission, the industrial commission and 
workmen's compensation (eliminating the vi- 
lious fellow servant rule and the rule of con- 
tributory negligence), mothers' pensions, high- 
way construction under state patronage, and 
the revision of the tax commission 
upon 
a 


three-man basis. 


In the Senate, measures to which Senator 


La Follette successfully devoted himself were 
physical valuation of railroads and the Sea- 
man's Act. 
None other of high importance 


that passed bore his name, but his hand was 
frequently seen in amendments and other types 
of effort devoted fo killing "jokers" and safe- 
guarding the common welfare. Although he 
has played a keen political game, often "mak- 
ing a mountain out of a mole hill" for what 
feemed to be purely political effect, no unbias- 
ed observer can seriously doubt that Senator 
La Toilette's sympathies have been mainly with 
the masses who toil on farm and in shop, and 
that he has sought for them better economic 
and political conditions. 


While here and there we may have dis- 


agreed upon one or another measure, the La 
Crosse Tribune is convinced that upon this side 
Senator La Follette has been a valuable man in

tish, there seemed no doubt that he felt deep- 
ly that we should not have engaged in the con- 
tr-st.

&ttitude ceased. We felt that he should not 
kave belittled the offenses of Germany against 
us ami magnified those of Great Britain 
as 


'•e always appears, perhaps unconsciously, to 
have clone. We felt that his opposition to the 
selective draft was opposition to the greatest 
essential to our military success. We felt that 
'ijs proposal for financing the war, although 


just in principle, was premature, and therefore 
calculated, if successful, to bring to naught our 
efforts to win in Europe a struggle that, had we 
failed there, we would have had later to fight 
upon our own door steps. 
* # * # 


When the reconstruction period came, we 


found ourselves still in sharp conflict with the 
international ideas of Senator La Follette. His 


opposition to every form of treaty 


AFTER thus far conceived for the purpose of 
THE 
establishing" international 
relations 


WAR 
upon a neighborly and amicable ba- 
sis, calculated to 
forfend 
against 


war, passes our understanding. It was funda- 
mental in his opposition to the League of Na- 
tions that we should not deal with nations 
guilty of unamended offenses against brother 
nations. 
We should do nothing that 
would 


appear to give tacit consent to the confirmation 
of wrongs committed in the past. That idea 
found its way into his opposition to the four- 
power treaty, which he conceived as an in- 
strument through which foreign nowers were 
consolidating and fortifying the conquests of 
the past. 


Obviously, were we to wait until all the 


wrongs of nations were wiped out before we 
made peace' agreements, we could never arrive 
at them. The four-power treaty is merely an 
agreement among these nations not to attempt 
further to despoil one another by force of 
arms. It is not retroactive. 
It does not wipe 


out past international feeling nor past wrongs. 
But it does constitute an agreement 
to "go 


and sin no more." 


We regard the four-power treaty, includ- 


ing the disarmament agreement, as the most 
tremendously important document in the his- 
tory of modern civilization. Senator La Fol- 
lette, who knows no compromises and takes no 
half loaves, rejects it because of imperfections 
and limitations of which, perhaps, we are 
equally conscious. Undoubtedly it is capable 
of remedial amendments. But it is a 
long 


stride forward. It is the outpost of a world 
movement toward "peace on earth, good will 
toward men." 
We believe that had 
Senator 


La Follette been able to defeat it, he would 
have struck at civilization a blow with which 
all of his official war ^icts now under condemna- 
tion would have remained insignificant.

But more keenly still, although of more 


transient import, is our 
disagreement 
with 


Senator La Follette over his attitude toward 
reconstruction as its problems develop from 
clay to day. 


Germany lost, and deserved to lose. With 


such economic restoration as 
Germany can 


reasonably make, we are in accord. This is a 
mere matter of world police court justice. 
Justly approached, it will pass with a genera- 


tion if not with a decade. But with

for 
the annihilation of Germany 


WAR 
through allied reprisals in 
conflict 


with the terms of the Armistice in 


which she laid down her arms, we are in vio- 
lent disagreement. In Germany a new repub- 
lic has arisen. In it the German people have 
Piope of Democracy. Through it 
may 
come 


to them the blessings of liberty 
which 
the 


fathers founded here for us, and which through 
our institutions had been going out to all civ- 
ilization. To exact of them terms that cannot 
be made, payments that cannot be financed, is 
to crush a great country both financially and 
economically, and to make it the spoils of war. 
France's threat to dismember Germany unless 
it shall achieve the impossible is a threat, not 
against Germany alone, but against the entire 
fabric of modern civilization. If France is per- 
mitted to pursue its embittered course, the na- 
tions of Europe may collapse. America, which 
has now become part of a world machinery 
of modern commerce, cannot stand the strain 
of a bankrupt Europe. 
When the calamity 


falls, we shall be nearly as deep in the mud 
as they in the mire. This latter is our selfish 
view. 
The broader ground is that punitive 


measures affecting a whole people are a crime 
against justice and against Christianity. 
The 


Christian world's job is to bring Germany to 
its feet, not to grind it into the dust. 


In the fight against France's determina- 


tion for the ruination and extinction of the Ger- 
man Republic, Great Britain stands alone. It 
is idle to say that in the long run England will 
have made money out of the war. The point is 
that, whatever her motives, she stands alone 
facing a defiant France, and urging and de- 
manding such modifications 
of the 
peace 


terms as will enable Germany to reconstruct 
itself upon a sound economical and financial 
basis. This is a work in which America should 
have a hand. 
We, too, should be demanding 


that Germany, be given a chance to rise from its 
burden of ruin and take a new and useful place 
in the sisterhood of nations. 


It is enough, it would seem, to leave Eng- 


land alone to face the French destructiohists, 
alone to demand for democracy its chance in 
Germany. But in the midst of this situation, 
as critical as any that the world encountered 
in the war, Senator La Follette continues his 
efforts to create American hostility to every- 
thing British. 
By every ounce 
of 
influence 


with which he creates American 
antagonism 


to England, he is aiding in the frustration of 
the British policy for lenient and possible con- 
ditions for the re-establishment of Germany on 
a basis of independence and self-respect.

The alignment for and against Senator 


La Follette involves certain elements of poli- 
tical inconsistency. With the Constitutional

Lined up with the La Follette 
Progressives is what Theodore Roosevelt called 
the "lunatic fringe" of radicals who have wild 
and revolutionary schemes for lifting them- 
selves by their bootstraps, some of whom scoff 
at marriage and the family, and who consider 
violence a justified means to their stupid ends. 


This may be called a fifty-fifty proposition. 


One may debate whether the reactionary is 
worse than the revolutionary radical. Perhaps 
neither is a great menace in this common sense 
country where the majority is always 
level 


headed. To our notion, neither reactionary nor 
violent radical will long play an 
important 


part in the affairs of Uncle Sam, but it now 
seems more than possible that their combined 
offenses against Americanism may make nec- 
essary the frustration of a revolt. 
* * * * 


But this does not relieve any state of re- 


sponsibility for the ideas of the men it elects 
to make the nation's laws. We may shrug our 
shoulders at a political triangle which proposes 
to give a job lot of socialistic votes in common 
to Senator La Follette and Victor L. Berger, 
head of the socialist party. We may assume, 
if we choose, that this will have no effect upon 
the votes which either would cast in Congress. 
But we have a right to take either of these 
gentlemen at his word. 


And so, when Senator La Follette publicly 


proposes an amendment which would permit 
Congress to veto decisions of 
the . -Supreme 


Court upon the constitutionality of laws, we 
are bound to take it that he will do his best to 
bring this about. 


No one can question the effect of such a 


law. The founders of the Republic made sure 
that none but the people, by a two-thirds vote 
of their legislatures, could amend the constitu- 


tion.

They are the men who would "destroy 


line fences and all evidences of private prop- 
erty." Russia has tried it, and failed 
in a 


generation of anguish for its people. Today, 
in its official organ, the I. W. W. proposes to 
follow the Townley-La Follette movement into 
Wisconsin as "the most fertile field." Do we 
want this thing to cornel Do we want thn bars 
that are to defend our American constitution 
taken down for it in the name of the Republi- 
can party?

If we could return Senator La Follette to 


the Senate under bond to refrain from discus- 
sing foreign affairs, and to keep his hands off 
the American constitution, we would vote to 
do so. In the domestic economic field no man, 
we believe, has worked more effectively for the 
common good than he. None, we fear, is more 
dangerous to international peace and to the 
American idea of constitutional government. 


We d<3 not approach this subject with any 


illusions as to the outcome of the September 
primary. But for our obligation to be candid, 
we might have remained silent. The La Fol-
